led by the Name of both the Sicilies, 
has not only been found oppofite to the 
common Intereſts and mutual Preſerva- 
tion of both Kingdoms, but likewiſe to 
the Repoſe of all Italy, being conſtant- 
Iy produttive of new Commotions, while 
neither the ancient Intercourſe and mu- 
tual Relation between the two Nati- 
ons can be deſiroyed, nor the Intereſts 
of the different Princes can be eaſily re- 
conciled : For this Reaſon it is that the 
Princes, who firſt made the Utrecht 
Treaties, have thought it lawful for 
them, even witbout the Conſent of the 
Parties concerned, to abrogate that one 
Article of thoſe Treaties which-regards .
